1 1 . (new) A peptide selected from 

(a) a peptide comprising the amino acid sequence represented by SEQ ID NO:l; 

(b) a peptide comprising the amino acid sequence represented by SEQ ID NO:2; 

(c) a peptide comprising the amino acid sequence represented by SEQ ID NO:3; 

(d) a peptide comprising an amino acid sequence in which one or more amino acids are 
added to the amino acid sequence represented by SEQ ID NO: 1, and having activity of inhibiting 
angiotensin-converting enzyme; 

(e) a peptide comprising an amino acid sequence in which one or more amino acids are 
added to the amino acid sequence represented by SEQ ID NO:2, and having activity of inhibiting 
angiotensin-converting enzyme; and 

(f) a peptide comprising an amino acid sequence in which one or more amino acids are 
added to the amino acid sequence represented by SEQ ID NO:3, and having activity of inhibiting 
angiotensin-converting enzyme. 

12. (new) An inhibitor for an angiotensin-converting enzyme, which comprises the 
peptide according to claim 1 1 as an active ingredient. 

13. (new) A food or drink comprising the peptide according to claim 1 1 . 
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14. (new) A pharmaceutical composition comprising the peptide according to claim 
1 1 as an active ingredient. 

15. (New) The food or drink according to claim 13, which is an agent for preventing 
and/or treating diseases caused by abnormality of an angiotensin-converting enzyme. 

16. (New) The pharmaceutical composition according to claim 14, which is an agent 
for preventing and/or treating diseases caused by abnormality of an angiotensin-converting 
enzyme. 

17. (New) A method of inhibiting an angiotensin-converting enzyme, which 
comprises administering to a subject in need thereof an effective amount of the peptide according 
to claim 1 1 . 

18. (New) A method of preventing and/or treating diseases caused by abnormality of 
an angiotensin-converting enzyme, which comprises administering to a subject in need thereof 
an effective amount of the peptide according to claim 1 1 . 
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
